Toklo. March 9.—The czar's Vladi- 


vostok squadron, under Capt. Reltz- 
enxteln. has been destroyed or cap- 
tured in a desperate sea battle off 
Posslet 
bay by tho Japanese fleet 


which on Sunday bombarded tho Si- 
berian fortress. 


Thin news of victory, while not offi- 


cially made public, is current talk In 
the'city, and great demonstrations of 
Joy were made. 
Reports of a sea 


battle wero hourly looked for and the 
news came as no surprise, though 
the complete destruction or capture 
of the fleet was hardly expected. No 
report of tho loss of lite,. If. any,,,was 


away. If-was' possible for tfie battle 
to have been fought off that part of 
the coast thnt evening. 


Japanese Mine Harbor. 


Coming ns It does after Vice Ad- 


miral Togo's victory at Port Arthur, 
this last stroko at tho Russian navy 
Is considered to put It completely out 
of tho sea and of the war. 
With the 


Port Arthur lleet practically bottled 
up in the harbor and tho Vladivostok 
warships destroyed, tho Japanese be- 
lieve they can do what they wish along 
the coasts without Interference.

Secrecy Is Maintained. 


. No details of the battle have boon 
given out, the Japanese government 
following Its usual course of secrecy 
until a report from tho commanding 
officer Is received. The only detinlto 
statement made Is thnt the engage- 
ment took place on Sunday, which 
would Indicate that 
the 
Japanese 


found the Russian warships soon af- 
ter the bombardment of Vladivostok, 
when they disappeared from tho sight 
of those on the land batteries. 
They 


were going south ut tho time, and, 
Posslet bay. being, but seventy miles

Description of Fleet. 


The largest warship of the fleet Is 


tho armored cruiser Gromovol of 14.- 
3G7 tons, with a complement of 800 
men. She carries four 8.4-Inch, sixteen 
G-lnch, twenty 3-Inch, sixteen 3-pound- 
cr, and eight rapld-flrc guns and 4 sub- 
merged torpedo tubes. 


Tho RoHsln is a bolted cruiser of 12,- 


500 tons, with a complement of 735 
men. Her armament consists of four 
8-lnch. sixteen 5.5 Inch, twelve 3-Inch, 
and t^lrty-Blx rapld-firo guns and six 
torpedo tubes above water. 


The Rurlk. Is of 10,950 tons and 


carries 727 men. She, too. Is a bolted 
cruiser and has four 8-Inch, sixteen 5.5- 
Inch, six 4.7-inch, twelve 1-poiinder, 
and four machine guns and six torpedo 
tubes above water.

The.smallest of the (lect Is tho pro- 


tected cruiser Bogatyr, of 0,500 tons. 
Her armament Is twelve fi-lnch, twelve 
3-Inch, eight 3-pounder. and two 1- 
pounder guns.-two submerged torpedo 
tubes and two nlinvn water.

Those who pass tho examination 


satisfactorily will start for the Phil- 
ippine Islands early In June. The sal- 


. ary ranges from $800 to $1,200 a year. 


Those appointed will bo eligible for 
promotion to the higher grades in the 
service, ranging from $900 to 52.000 
for teachers, and from $1.501) to $2,500 
for division superintendents. 


"Women will not be permitted to 


take the examination." the announce- 
ment of the examination states, "ex- 
cept thnt tho wives of male applicants 
will be permitted to tako tho exam- 
ination and. If they pans, will be pre- 
ferred In appointments, provided their 
husbands aro also selected 
for ap- 


pointments. As peaco hus been estob 
Ilshed In the Philippines and the con- 
ditions of living are Improving every 
month, this examination affords an 
excellent opportunity for younft men 
to enter an attractive service In which 
there Is a good prospect for promo- 
tion. The better hotels In tho Islands 
charge about J10 a month for board 
and room."

Apostle .Says That Mormons Reverse

Washington, March 9.—Senator Hoar

Francis M. Lyinnn, president of the 
twelve~apostles of the Mormon church 
and prospective successor to President 
Smith, was on the witness stand In th'e 
Smoot Investigation, and proved a Joy 
to-the' venerable Information-socking 
senator from Massachusetts. 


Senator Gains Knowledge. 


Senator Hoar was anxious to learn 


whether. In tho opinion of the apowtld, 
tho people possessed a veto power 
over dlvlno mandates. 
His delving 


filling that'line created a decided diver- 
sion. 
Mr. Lymun. an angularly built 


man with n bushy red heard and froc 
and blunt of speech, had testified that 
the people of Utah generally knew he 
•wns living with plural wives, but thnt 
Senator Smoot did not know It. This 
lod to a fire of questions from mem- 
bers of tho committee ns to how this 
could bo the case.

Hoar Tangles Witness,

"Don't you think, Mr. Apostle, that 


It behooves you to be n little careful 
about what you say, so you will not 
have anything to take back? Are yo:tr 
answers hero by order of the Lord? 
Aro they given in your human or In- 
spired capacity?" 


"I answer as the spirit of'the Lord 


directs." 


'.'Then It was the spirit of. tho Lord 


which directed you to make the an- 
swer which you Just took back?" 


Tho wltnqss Hesitated and Senator 


Hoar remarked: 
"Well, if you can't 


answer that I don't blame ynii." 


Must Have Consent. 


The witness wns asked what would 


have happened If President Smith had 
refused his consent and Smoot had 
Insisted on becoming a candidate for 
senator, and replied that Mr. Smoot 
probably would havo been disciplined. 
In reply to a question us to what would 
have happened If consent had boon 
given to another npostlo to become n 
candidate, Mr. Lyman said It would 
have made "lots of confusion." 


Tho questioning then turned on rev- 


elations In general and tho will of tho 
pcoplo as against the wish or com- 
mand of the president of tho church. 


Lord Comes Second. 


This led to catechising by Senator 


Hoar as follows: 


Senator Hoar—Do you menu to say 


that a revelation from the Lord which 
has been rejected by the people would 
count for nothing?

Many Coincidences 


Tho great mass of them may be 


explained as coincidences. When we 
are thinking of it at tho same time. 
It seems to bo justifiable to assume 
that it is nothing more than a coin- 
cldcnce. It would In- more than mys- 
terious if. in tho /treat multitude of 
, human thoughts which 
nr6 all 
having. It. didn't happen now 
and 


then: that some person wan having 


'• tlm same thoughts that you do. It 


Is more reasonable to think 
tliat 


- these things should occur, than that 
, they should .not. 


No Working Theory 


In all sciences It Is necessary to 


have some working theorem or ny- 


.. pothesls. 
It need not be demon- 


. titrated. No one knows that the atom- 


ic theory is a fact. Yet the scientist 


i takes it for granted .that If every re- 
" suit bears out the theory, reasoning 


by Induction it must be the law. 


_, There Is no such accepted working 
. hypothesis for mental telepathy. Each 
, Investigator seems to take his own 
' hypothesis. His belief in tho theor- 


em he adopts seems to be based on 


* tho experiences of others. One wrl- 
- ter says that telepathy results from 


tho phosphorescent substance In the 
uraln. waves of which permeate the 


, other. 
Adopting this 
materialistic 
' theory, wo are led to -believe that 


•we cannot telcpath successfully un- 
less we eat wlvolo whclit 
bread. 


. beans, and. other edibles that are 


rich in phosphorous. 
To this theory 


nnotlifr says: "No. there are two 
mlnUj— tho objective and thci sub- 
jective." Tho objective Is tlio soul 
and it travels without reference to 
phosphorus or anything else mater- 
ial. 
Very few scientific experiments, 
properly safeguarded. have been con- 
ducted. Very few men of whlo scien- 
tific understanding have 
expressed 


themselves on mental telepathy. This 
may be due to the fact that It Is now 
and that something Is yet to come 


bo. Sir William Hamilton Hays wo 
do not seo tho sun—only an imago 
of the sun—and no two persons see 
It the same. 
Kant says time and 


space aro In ourselves. Wo aro so 
organized that when wo think 
or 


things they appear separate In space 
—that .Is. In time. Huxley says that 
matter may bo considered as a mode 
of motion. You seo by those attemp- 
ted definitions of matter that thoro Is 
at once as great n difficulty In defin- 
ing matter as spirit. 


Not Separate Entitles 
It seems that'matter and spirit nro 


not two- separate entitles but 
aro 


one. 
Matter and spirit 'are eternal. 


The human mind Is not so constituted 
that It can conceive of the beginning 
of either. 
Afl scientists nowadays 


take the position that all 
matter 


must bo eternal. When we come to 
c);olution| we discover In embryol- 
ogy a most significant fact. 
To mo 


it amounts to a definition. 
Those 


who have studied embryology from 
the beginning' liavo 
demonstrated 


that during tho period of gestation 
all the changes take place that are 
ascribed to that evolution which has 
culminated through millions of years 
In the human being. That Is to say: 
In the Inception wo nnd a single cell. 
In other gradations the development 
passes through the form 
of 
the 


worm, tho snake, tho fish, tho ver- 
tabrae, and tlio mammal. This kaleid- 
oscopic process goes on for 
nine 


•months- contaJnJng in Itself 
tiro 


whol'j hlt-tory of the evolution of tho' 
world. 
Standing before that 
fact 


which is absolutely established

No Regularity 


A working hypothesis was offered 


hy Mr. Hudson who wrfito a book on 
Psychic Phenomena 
and 
Mental 
Therapeutics, 
ifo also assumed that 


man had two minds—the subjective 
controlle-I by suggestion and Incapa- 
ble of inductive reasoning. 
H'o gives 


experiences but none of thorn are 
pafoKiiardcd. There Is not ono that 
Is not explainable as a coincidence. 
Mark Twain has written In a whln^J- 
<-al manner of similar phenomena. If 
any of . these- occtirenecs are more 


In I bo developed body we find cvl- 


'"deuces—niuKcTes"ah'(r^org"ari8 tliat no 
longer have any use "in tho human 
economy. 
The ordinary, human be- 


ing has sixty viscera—some 
.who 


have lout tlio appendix—fifty-nine— 
showing that In tho process of evolu- 
tion all that Is now useless has not 
boon cast away. 
When we look at 


tho physical development of nations 
wo find that only the strongest have 
survived. But as we pass on In the 
development we find a change that Is 
psychical in Its nature. There Is no 
reason now to expect a further phy- 
sical development. 
It Is no longer 


necessary or essential. 


Depends on the Psychical 


Survlv?/:, prosrcf.s, 
achievement 


now depends not BO much on size or 
strength as on something else essen- 
tially psychical In Its nature. 
That 


Is to say: 
When man got to 
a 


stage where he could Tna'm- other 
things 
besides 
simple 
physical 


strength do the work for him—that 
physical development was no longer 
necessary. Wo see a people, almost 
midgets, engaged in war with a peo- 
;ile of great physical prowess. 
Yet 


:ho advantage Is not with Hussla. 
You find that the power of invention, 
scientific accuracy, keenness of vi- 
sion, and mastery of machinery aro 
the things that count. 
So we have 


a right to assume that if we are to 
make progress In the future It must 
be In the direction of the psychic. 


Something Detachable 


In looking at this progress we have 


gotten far enough along to find some- 
thing In man that can be detached 
from the mere .physical 
organism, 


and can operate Independent of It 
and at a distance. 
So far as tele- 


pathy Is concerned I understand It 
to be a scientific fact. The Psychical 
Research society of England and Am- 
i,?ca lif.s 'boon conductive InvestU 
gatlons for fifteen years. The tests 
of scientific research have been ap- 
plied. 
Such moil as 
Flammarlon, 


the greatest of living astronomers, 
and Crookes. after Investigation by 
scientific methods, hav« 
reported 


that there Is this maich established: 
Ihat there 'is- about man something 
tliat can pass from him to a distant 
point and there communicate. 
It 


can not only make an impression on 
the brain, but on tho eye. so that an 
Individual's; ImaSfc Is 'plainly seen. 
Flammarlon. In particular, has made 
hundreds of Investigations 
among 


people who have observed what they 
cail apparitions. 
According to the 


report of the Psychical nesearch so- 
ciety there is such a thing as an ap- 
parition of the living. It has been 
demonstrated that n person here in 
.Tanesvllle may appear in London and 
there make a communication, while 
the body Is slumbering here. 


If True, What Then? 


If tliat Is true, then we find that 


wo can send messages across 
the 


ocean without mechanical means or 
conveyance.. The physical and 
tho 


psychical aro coming closer togeth- 
er. If they <]o uct already overlap. 
Flammarion found thousands of cas- 
es whore a persona about to depart 
this llfo appeared to a friend im- 
mediately before dissolution- 
also 


many cases where the apparition ai>- 
pcarcd within twelve minutes after 


This wo know: that outside of any 


physical phenomena wo can discern 
there Is a psychical power of tre- 
mendous force. 
It can lift cumber- 


some objects untouched by lininnn 
hands. 
It can accomplish 
things 


with a rapidity unknown to ordinary 
physical phert;»mer.a. 
Shall 
we 


then fear that tlio Muscovite with 
his power nnd endurance, or 
the 


Yellow Scourge—China with her four 
humlved millions of people gulilcd 
by tho energy resource of tho .lai>- 
ancso. will 
ono day over-run the 


world? 
I think -wo need not 
fear. 


There Is Inherent in this psychical 
development of tho moro Intellectu- 
al races a power that will take caro 
of and protect. 


Several 'Join lesue 
M;mtriT Ulchardson tx>ok oxioep- 


tlon to tlw assumption that spirit 
arid matter wore ono and that mat- 
ter was eternal. 
If the latter wero 
true the Christian religion lost Its 
weight. 
Tho Bible says that they 


arc opposltes. Matter \a what is cog- 
nized by tho senses. It has a begin- 
ning and end. 
So-called spiritual 


manifestations, however. 
phantom- 


like and guazy. aro cognized purely 
by 
tho souses . Whatever is cog- 


nized by tho senses Is material. The 
Bible says that the fruits of the spir- 
it are love. joy. patience. They aro 
purely mental things that wo 
con- 


ceive ot them as separate from tlio 
physical.' Rev. Harrington said that 
It was ono thing to say that a thing 
Pxists—another to explain why.

A Talk on Cement 


W. B. Jackson, of Madison, said 


that ho would attempt to glvo only 
a few of the many Interesting char- 
acteristics of "Cement 
Concrete. 


Tho use of 'hydraulic cement was 
not recent as many supposed but da- 
ted back to the Uoman empire. Walls 
of concrete with trimmings of brick 
wero built In that timo with a cem- 
ent that employed Vosuvlan lava as 
a hydraulic base. It might bo profit- 
able to discuss the 
throo 
most 
Important kinds of cement—natural, 
Portland, and Fusllan. Natural cem- 
ent wp.s made of natural rock, burn- 
ed at n lower temperature than that 
employed for tlio ether varieties ami 
ground exceedingly fine. 
Portland 


cement was inr.de from a mixture of 
limestone f.r-.d clay, heated to Incip- 
ient vitrification and 
the 
clinker 


afterwards, ground so fine that the 
dust feels like liquid. It Is named 
from an Island where the rock was 
originally found In Its natural pro- 
portions. The artificial process 
of 


combining has 
since 
been 
found 


much moro sntisfactory. Marl 
is 


used In place of limestone In Mich- 
igan and clay has been replaced by 
other substance!!. 
PuMlnn crtnont 


was first made1 from 
the 
volcano 


lava and b'.nst-fnrnaco 
slag 
has 


since been used In place of It. 


The Chemical Reorganization 


'Cement mixed with water effects 


a clifcrn.lcal rcorpjir.lzal|on. 
Therte 


Is an Initial set and what Is called a 
final set. though good cement

year.

A ray of light Is not affected by ol- 
ectrlclly or magnetism, while in this 
case the application of either deflects 
tho current as it would a showor of 
Iron sparks. 


Breaking Up of Atom

for the tlrst tlmu In nntuie, we have 
an atom breaking up Into smaller 
parts and being transformed.

Troops were sent 
there to enforce the laws of tho Uni- 
ted States but met such resistance 
that they were forced to leave. Dur- 
ing the ton years following: tho Uni- 
ted States tried 
unsiiccessfullly to 


gain control of the country and re- 
peated outrages perpetrated upon set- 
tlors wero laid to the Mormons dis- 
guised as Indians. 


Under Government. 
Finally a 
camp 
of 
government 


troops wero established some forty 
miles from Salt Lake City and re- 
mained hero until needed In the east 
for fighting during the 
civil war. 


After the war was over federal gov- 
ernors' supported by troops controlled 
the territory nnd In 1871 polygamy 
was declared to be an offense. But 
this but spasmodic and the usage con- 
tinned unabated for many years long- 
er. 


It was not until 1877 after the 


deatli of Brlgbani Young, that the first 
question of tho Mormons right to a 
seat In congress was debated and won 
by the Mormons, neorge Q. Cannon 
was elected to a seat In congress and 
by a close voto on tho subject was 
nd,niltttfl after\ an InvVstlgaUoni of 
tiio condition of his living with four 
wives was brought up.

congress had passed laws abolishing 
polygamy without any effect upon tho 
Mormons themselves.

state of Utah was Incorporated ami 
admitted after the tenets of the church 
had been so changed that polygamy 
was abolished and plural marriages 
stopped. Tho present, fight over tho 
seating of Senator elect Smoot has

temperature attend the low barome- 
ter the chances are good for'violent 
gales. Heavy rain and snow are al- 
so quite probable over Interior parts 
of tho country, with a blizzard In 
the' north and west. A sharp cold 
wave for the season Is almost sure 
to follow the storms at this time. 


Spring Equinox 
The second pcrlo:!. from the nth 
to the 8th. Is dominated by 
the 


uprlng equinox. The weather will be 
unsettled and bleak at the opening 
of this period. It will grow warmer 
as the period advances, followed by 
falling barometer, cloudiness, 
rain 


and snow. These disturbances will 
"peter out" Into high 
barometer,

12th.

Warmer Weather 
The fourth period covers the 10th 


to 21 at. -The new moon falls on the 
36th passing, over the celestial equa- 
tor on the 17th, hence the marked 
change to warmer, with rapidly fall-

ROCK .RIVER EHOZEN 


FOR THREE MOJSTHS 


Has Been In the Grasp of Ice for'the 


Longest Period In Many 


Years. 


Itock river has been frozen over, for 


more than ninety days, one of the 
longest periods It hn» been closed In 
many years. 
Almost from the first 


day It was covered with ice tho coat' 
Ing has been sufficient to bear skat- 
ers and up to a few days ago it was 
strong enough to carry an army on 
Its surface. It will take a long thaw 
to start the Ice above the dam but 
Iielow the dam as far as the lower 
cotton mills the stream has been clear 
tor the past two days. The recent
